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REPOE  T. 


Again  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Managers  of  the 
“  Temporary  Home  for  the  Destitute  ”  to  report  the  work 
that  has  been  done  during  the  year.  We  have  received 
an  unusually  large  number  of  children.  They  are  of  two 
classes,  —  those  who  are  given  up  to  us  for  adoption,  and 
those  who  come  to  us  temporarily.  The  latter  are  usually 
in  a  state  of  great  destitution,  and  remain  with  us  some¬ 
times  for  a  few  days,  while  some  other  arrangement  is  * 
being  made  for  them  permanently,  or  for  weeks  and  eyen 
months,  till  their  parents  or  friends  are  able  to  receive 
them  back,  and  care  for  them  in  their  own  homes.  Occa¬ 
sionally  whole  families  of  children  come  to  us  in  this  wa}y 
In  many  cases  the  father  is  intemperate,  and  does  nothing 
for  the  support  of  his  wife  and  children  ;  the  mother  finds 
it  impossible  to  feed  and  clothe  them,  and  brings  them  to 
us  to  keep,  until  she  has  accumulated  a  little  mone}’,  or 
•  can  look  after  them  herself  again.  Sometimes  she  goes 
to  a  hospital,  and  we  take  care  of  the  children  until  she 
is  able  to  return  home. 

Many  are  brought  to  us  b}r  cit}'  missionaries,  wrho  ask 
us  to  keep  them  a  few  days  while  the}’  have  time  to  see 
what  further  can  be  done ;  or  other  benevolent  societies 
send  them  to  remain  with  us  until  a  vacancy  occurs  with 
them.

REPORT. 


In  some  instances  one  or  both  of  the  parents  are  sent 
to  Deer  Island  for  drunkenness,  or  to  jail  for  other  rea¬ 
sons.  We  had  a  case  of  this  kind  this  summer.  The 
parents  were  concerned  in  a  quarrel  in  which  a  man  was 
killed,  and  were  both  sent  to  jail  to  await  trial.  The  four 
children  were  sent  to  our  Home,  and  remained  over  two 
months.  The  father  was  sent  to  prison  ;  but  the  mother 
was  discharged,  and  took  the  children  home  with  her. 

We  have  more  or  less  every  year  who  come  to  find 
places  in  families.  They  are  generally  homeless  and 
friendless  ;  too  young  to  go  to  an  employment  office,  and 
too  old  for  adoption.  We  find  suitable  homes  for  them, 
where  they  can  assist  in  the  household  duties,  and  be  sent 
to  school  for  a  portion  of  the  time.  We  prefer  to  place 
such  children  in  the  country,  as  it  is  often  best  to  take 
them  away  from  the  influences  b}T  which  the}T  have  been 
*  surrounded.  They  are  under  our  supervision  until  they 
are  eighteen  }’ears  old,  and  indeed  after  that,  as  they  look 
upon  the  Home  as  their  home,  and  find  in  Mrs.  Gwynne 
a  friend  and  counsellor.  These  children  grow  up  to  be 
useful  members  of  societj".  Many  have  become  teachers, 
and  in  some  instances  heads  of  institutions. 

The  children  who  come  to  us  for  adoption  are  usually 
under  four  }~ears  of  age,  sometimes  they  are  but  a  few 
months  old  ;  and  we  find  homes  for  them  where  the}T  are 
legally  adopted  and  made  members  of  the  famity.  We 
constantly  receive  satisfactory  letters  from  the  adopting 
parents. 

One  wrote  to  us  last  March:  “I  promised  to  write  to 
3’ou  about  our  little  Willie.  I  assure  you  I  have  never 
regretted  taking  him,  and  my  husband  is  much  pleased 
with  the  choice  I  made.  We  should  feel  very  badly  to 
be  obliged  to  give  him  up  now.  The  dear  little  fellow  has 
never  seemed  lonesome  at  all ;  though,  in  his  play,  he 
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sometimes  speaks  of  the  children  in  the  Home.  He  loves 
us  all,  and  thinks  he  has  found  his  papa  and  mamma. 
I  hope  he  may  proye  to  be  a  blessing  to  us.” 

A  lady  who  took  three  children  from  us,  wrote  in  Octo¬ 
ber  :  I  think  perhaps  you  would  like  to  hear  again  from 
our  children.  It  is  a  year  next  Tuesday  since  Harry 
came  to  us,  and  two  weeks  later  Willie  and  Ma}T  came. 
Hany  goes  to  school,  and  studies  quite  hard.  He  read  a 
little  in  the  Bible  to-da}’,  and  very  well,  too,  for  a  boy 
who  had  only  been  to  school  eighteen  weeks.  He  is  very 
ambitious,  and  this  summer  he  picked  three  dollars’  worth 
of  berries  to  get  some  boots  for  himself  this  winter. 

“  Willie  grows  rapidly.  He  does  not  speak  veiw  plainly 
yet,  but  he  improves.  He  tries  to  be  a  good  bo}',  and 
loves  his  little  sister,  and  takes  good  care  of  her.  May 
is  the  pet  of  the  family.  She  thinks  lots  of  ‘  papa  ’  and 
enough  of  ‘  mamma.’  Willie  and  May  have  no  recollec¬ 
tion  of  any  thing  before  they  came  here.  Harry  remem¬ 
bers  something,  but  I  think  it  comes  to  him  like  a  dream.” 

Last  summer  we  had  a  pair  of  twin  boys  sent  to  us. 
We  kept  them  some  time  in  the  Home,  hoping  to  find  a 
home  for  them  together;  not  succeeding  in  this,  we  finalty 
decided  we  must  separate  them.  One  boy  went  to  a 
neighboring  town  ;  and  a  few  days  later  a  sister  of  the 
adopting  mother  came  and  took  the  other  bo3T,  so  that 
they  might  be  brought  up  together. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  woman  in  great  destitu¬ 
tion  brought  a  little  girl  to  the  Home,  and  left  her  in  our 
care.  She  was  perfectly  well  when  she  came,  but  in  a 
few  days  developed  scarlet  fever.  Although  she  was 
removed  at  once  to  the  City  Hospital,  some  of  the  other 
children  had  taken  it.  Cases  of  this  kind  frequent^ 
occur ;  and  we  really  need  a  small  house,  a  little  way  out 
of  the  city,  where  we  can  send  the  children  when  they 
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first  come  to  us,  to  remain  two  weeks,  until  all  danger  of 
this  kind  is  over. 

Just  before  Christmas,  three  little  children  came  to  the 
Home  by  themselves,  and  asked  if  the}"  could  be  taken  in 
for  a  time.  Their  father  was  dead,  and  their  mother  was 
ill.  On  inquiry,  it  was  found  that  a  child  in  an  adjoining 
house  had  scarlet  fever.  Of  course  we  could  not  risk  the 
health  of  the  children  already  under  our  care,  by  receiving 
the  poor  little  children  into  our  Home  under  such  circum¬ 
stances  ;  but  it  was  very  hard  to  send  them  away. 

We  are  veiy  sorry  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  one 
of  our  Managers,  Mr.  William  B.  Storer.  He  had  been 
an  efficient  member  of  the  Board  for  sixteen  years,  and 
was  at  one  time  its  president.  In  April  last,  we  lost  our 
old  physician,  Dr.  Samuel  Cabot,  who  for  many  years 
had  generously  given  us  his  services. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  our  friends  for  their  kind  interest, 
as  well  as  for  the  generous  gifts  they  have  made  the  Home 
during  the  past  year.  Our  list  of  donations  shows  how 
many  and  how  various  these  have  been,  —  products  of  the 
farm  and  garden,  as  well  as  mone}7,  books,  and  useful 
clothing.  Twice  the  children  have  been  entertained  by 
friends  in  their  own  homes,  and  once  they  were  made 
very  happy  by  a  sleigh-ride. 

They  have  had  a  very  pleasant  Christmas,  having  been 
invited  to  a  Christmas  tree  at  the  Methodist-Episcopal 
Church  at  the  corner  of  Worcester  and  Tremont  Streets, 
and  by  the  Second  Church.  In  addition  to  these,  there  is 
always  a  little  celebration  at  the  Home.  We  wish  to 
acknowledge  again  our  obligation  to  Dr.  A.  T.  Cabot  and 
Dr.  Buckingham  for  their  care  and  attention  to  our  sick 
children;  and  to  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  for 
the  benefit  of  the  “  Country  Week,”  and  for  the  many 
drives  they  have  given.
